Alton, predicted today that he would 
recover in about three months if nv 
complications set in. ; 

Dr. Helper yesterday took a little 
waik, the first time since he became 
infected with the disease three weeks 
ago.e The flesh on the back of his neck 
has ceased dying, and Dr. Kessinger 
says the cavity caused by the removal 
of dead tissue there will eventually 
heal. 

Dr. Helper declined to 
toxin, which was tried 6n George F. 
Stackpolejof Long Island, who died re- 
cently of anthrax, saying that he was 
satisfied that Dr. Kessinger was using 
a-known and tried ‘remedy. This con- 
sisted of cauterizing the cavity in the 
neck every 15 minutes with bichloride 
of mercury, and administering inter- 
nally every half hour a dose of tincture 
of ecrinacea.

PLANS COMPLETE 
FOR NEW ENTRANCE 
TO FOREST PARK 


Officials Propose to_ eiieninat® 
Circular Arrangement King’s 
' Highway and Lindell. 


NEW ROADWAY. IN PLACE, 


It Will’ Run in Quarter Circle 
From West Pine to Lindell 
Boulevard. 


Plans for a new main entrance to For- 
est Park, at Lindell boulevard and 
King’s highway, have been prepared by 


Park Department officials, and will .be 
publicly announced within a few days. 

Full details of the plan were not ob- 
tainable today, as the department offi- 
clals were not ready to give it out. But 
it is known that the plan“includes two 
radical changes. The first is the closing 
of the present diagonal°roaiway which 
forms the entranc® of Grand drive, in 
the park. In its place a roadway will 
be run from West Pine boulevard, 
which will describe a quarter-cércle 
through the park, ending at Lindell 
boulevard, several hundred feet west of 
King’s highway, and forming the east- 
ern inlet and outlet of Grand drive. The 
entrance from the eat will be from 


Lindell, and the outlet to the eastSqggape 


be to West Pine. 
Would Remove Pavilion. 

The second important detail of the 
plan is the removal of the Laclede pa- 
vilion, now the terminus of the Laclede 
ear. line, which has.a loop at this point. 
The new roadway would cut off the 
tracks, and would require the removal 
of the loop to a point farther south. 
With the tracks removed, the pavilion 
would no longer be required as a sta- 
tion, and it would be in the way of a 
decorative scheme for the new corner, 
which will be formed by the closing of 
the diagonal roadway. 

It will be proposed to remove the pa- 
vilion to another part of the park, prob- 
ably the southwest part, to serve as a 
shelter house for picnic parties. 

The reason for the new plan is the 
traffic congestion which develops ‘on 
Sundays, and on pleasant weekday aft- 
ernoons, at the Lindell entrance, be- 
cause of the different angles from which 


atitomobiles approach. The requirement 


for circling the Blair statue, which is 
at present enforced at busy times, is 
an attempt to meet this situation. 

With the new roadway opened and 
the old ene closed, automobiles ~w- -:ld 
naturally enter the park from the 
north, by the entrance from Lindell 
boulevard, and would leave the park 
by the roadway to West Pine boule- 
vard, continuing on West Pine, or 
turning north to Lindell, as the driv- 
ers might prefer. 

Change to Be Opposed. 

Robert H. Keiser of °*44 Portland 
place, who is interested in the park 
entrance question as a member of 
the Zoological Board, and as a mem- 
ber of the automobilists’ organiza- 
tions, said today that he would op- 
pose the carrying out of the plan. 
He said it would not remedy exist- 
ing congestion, but would merely 
transfer it to a point within the park, 
and a short distance from the subway 
under the Wabash tracks. He said 
the present entrance is the logical 
one, and corresponds to the Cen- 
tral Park entrance, at Fifth avenue 
and -Fifty-Ninth street, New York. 

Keiser also said the rernoval of 
the Laclede pavilion would be a mis- 
take, as it is a public convenience, 
aside from its use as a street car sta- 
tion. He said the new diagonal drive 
through the park, from southwest 
to northeast, would be diverted and 
made crooked by the proposed new 
entrance.

NOLAND CASE PRECEDENT 


State Tyeasurer, Replaced Funds 
With “I. O.U.’s” Called 
“Snakes. 


The conduct of John B. Owen, as 
Deputy City Collector in charge of wa- 
ter rates collections, will be investigat- 
ed by the grand jury, beginning tomor- 
row, to determine whether he should be 
prosecuted criminally on charges pre- 


ferred by Collector Koeln and Counselor 
Daues. It, was said at the Circuit At- 
torney's office today that these charges, 
if true, constitute technical embezzle- 
ment. : 


The investigation of Owen's handling 
of water rates funds is to be made 
under a precedent established by the 
Missouri Supreme Court in 1890, when 
David R. Francis was Governor. At 
that timé State Treasurer Noland was 
sent to prison for the embézzlement of 
$30,000 of State funds. 


“Snakes”) Used by Noland. 

As State Treasurer he had taken this 
money from State funds, but had placed 
there, in return, what at that time 
were called “shakes,” corresponding to 
me! O U's” of this day. It was then 
Held by the “Supremé Court that the 
mere fact that money is converted to 
the usé of an individual in charge of 
public funds—no matter whether the of- 
ficial gives “I O U’s’’ or. postdated 
checks promising repayment—constitut- 
ed an embezzlement. 

Collector Koeln will be called before 
the grand jury to repeat, as a witness, 
statements which he has publicly made 
as the employer of Owen. In _ these 
Statements Collector Koeln asserted 
that Owen drew cash from the till in 
cHarge of his cashier, Ferdinand aA 
J. Sattell, depositing his personal check. 
post-dated about one month, until he 
had withdrawn, in nine months, $2000: 
and that Owen pocketed payments by 
water consumers on account of bills 
dué,; in one~case as mich as $150, and 
substituted personal checks, which were 
returned by the bank marked “inswffi- 
cient funds,’’ presented by Collector 
Koeln for collection. 

Owen has not been active in his office 
for a month, as he was upon an en- 
forced vacation for °5 days while his 
«ffairs were being examined and was 
summarily discharged at the expiratien 
of the furlough. 

To Investigate Methods.

FOR SMITH, Ark, Oct. 20,--Seyen 
men on trial, charged with conspiracy 
to defraud the Government in the 
manufacture of moonshine whisky, 
pleaded guilty in’ the Federal Court 
here today. Sentence. will be passed 
tomorrow. The case against Fred 
Bowles of Fort Smith, the eighth de- 
fendant, was nolle prossed. The gases 
against the defendants went to trial 
yesterday and their action today waa 
a surprise. 

Those entered the guilty pleas today 
were: 

John L. Casper of Kansas City, al- 
leged head of the conspiracy, 

‘ George Hartman, Kansas City, an al- 
leged employe of. Casper. 

Charles Bréwbaker, Kansas City, also 
an alleged Casper worker. 

J. Henry Brown, Harrisen, Ark., for- 
merly a Government gauger. 

John Farrabee, Kansas City, alleged 
to have worked for Casper. 

S. L. Willianis, Winston Salem, N. C., 
former revenue agent, who resigned 
from the Government ‘service to enter 
business with Casper. 

John Coffey, Fort Smith. 

Officer of Distilling Company. 

The principal defendant is John L. 
Casper, of Kansas City, an officer of 
a distilling company and known as 
the head of the alleged “moonshine” 
organization. Guy. L. Hartman, of 
Kansas City, former business partner 
of Casper, forfeited a bond of $20,000 
by failure to appear for his prelim- 
inary trial after his arrest. James 
Cc. Brewbaker, also of Kansas City 
and formerly connected with the dis- 
tilling company, is under rere pee 
but has not: been arrested. 

The operations of the alleged con- 
spirators are said by Government’ of- 
ficials who have been active in bring- [* 
ing the men to trial, to have covered 
several states and to have defrauded 
the Government of millions of dollars. 
Specifically it is charged that the men 
illegally operated a "distillery in Fort 
Smith and instead of sending the 
product to a Govergment warehouse, 
shipped it to Kansas City. There, it is

It is quite likely that ‘Premier As- 
quith's absence wil] be extended to nine 
rer ten days and this enforced cessation 
of political passions is expected to give 
time fer the reconciliation of the dif- 
ferenges. 

Sir Edward Carson announced ip the 
House of Commons today that his reaig- 
nation from the Attorney-Generalship 
was due to divergence of views in ro- 
gard to near E rn affairs. . 

Much of the trouble in the Cabinet is 
reported to have been caused by the ex- 
istence of the so-called “inner ring,” 
consisting of Premier Asquith. Arthur J. 
Balfour, First Lord of the Admiralty; 
Barl Kitchener and Foreign Secretary 
Grey. These men are said to constitute 
a war council whose joint decisions over- 
weigh the whole>Cabinet. Other Min- 
isters have resenged the fact that in- 
formation -possessed by the ‘‘inner ring” 
has not been placed at their disposal al- 
ways. 

Small Cabinet Advocated, 

This complaint regarding the unwieldi- 
ness of the Cabinet for war purposes is 
echoed by the Morning Post, which saya 
editorially: “The whole thing is rotten 
and the best men fn the country should 
unite and make an end of it."* The Post 
declares that the coalition Cabinet failed 
because it was formed, not on national 
but on party lines, the men being chos- 
on, not for their qualitiés, but on the 
basis of so many men representing one 
party and so many anether. The Post 
advocates a small and efficient Cabinet, 
including such men as David Lloyd- 
George, Sir Edward Carson and Baril 
Kitchener, “‘for the purpose of fighting 
Germany and not for the purpose of 
Keeping two effete political parties in a 
state of suspended animation.”’ 

Many other papers advocate a smaller 
Cabinet, and it is said that when a suc- 
cessor to Sir Edward Carson is appoint- 
ed, he probably wil no longer hold Cabi- 
net rank.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 20.—Latest re- 
turns today from the special State elec- 
tion yesterday indicate that the pro- 
posed amendment to the State Consti- 
tution to grant suffrage to women was 
defeated by a majority of more than 
50,000, and probably by 55,000. Returns 
from 1697 out of 1891 election districts 
give a vote of 133,657 for and 187,849 
against the amendment. The majority 
against the amendment grew during the 
morning with the receipt of returns. 

Ocean County, which returned a ma- 
jority of 300 in favor of the amendment, 
apparently was the only county carried 
by the suffrage workers. The vote in 
Cape May County was close, but in 
Bergen County, one of the commuters’ 
centers, which was suppos-:d to favor 
“‘votes for women,”’ the returns indicat- 
ed a considerable majority against the 
measure. Late figures indicated an ad- 
verse majority in Essex (Newark) and 
Hudson counties (Jersey City) of ap- 
proximately 25,000. 

Far from being dismayed by the tre- 
mendous majority against their cause, 
the women workers already had plans 
under way today to stir the State with 
a campaign which, if successful; would 
give women a part in the selection of 
tresidential electors next spring. 

Two weeks remain before the general 
election, at which will be chosen the en- 
tire membership of the lower house of 


.the Legislature and one-third of the 


Senate. A canvass at once of all candi- 
dates for the Legislature is proposed 
with a view to pledging a majority of 
them to give woman the ballot in the 
voting for presidential electors. Con- 
fidence was expressed that the adoption 
by the Lé@rislature of a suffrage resolu- 
tion could be accomplished and the posi- 
tion was taken that the Legislature has 
the power to say who shall vote for 
presidential electors. 

Suffrage leaders admitted today that 
they realized they had an uphill fight in 
the State and were doubtful of victory. 
Anti-suffragists profess to see in yester- 
day’s result a settlement for years to 
come of the question of woman suf- 
frage in New Jersey. Under the State 
Constitution the suffrage amendment 
sannot again be placed before the elec- 
torate for five years. 


The vote of more than. two to one 


against suffrage in President Wilson's 
own precinct in Priceton was no sur- 
prise to suffrage leaders, who had con- 
ceded Princeton to their opponents. But 
for President Wilson’s stand for suf- 
frage, it is probable that the amend- 
ment would have been defeated by a 


much greater majority in the State.

Faust and Golterman to aid 
30 Days in Effért to Pro- 
mote Construction Plans. 


Plans for a hew grand opera house 
of metropolitan character will be worked 
upon for the next 30 days by Edward A. 
Faust, Guy E. Golterman and other 
leading supporters of the enterprise. In 
the meantime, nothing further will be 
done with the plan, described in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch, for the conver- 
sion of the Jai Alai building, on De Bali- 
viere avenue, into a grand opera house 


and symphony concert hall. 
The Jai Alai plan was discussed yes- 
terday afternoon, at a meeting in the 
office of Laurence Ewald; architect, 
in the Security Building. At that meet- 
ing plans prepared by Ewald for the 
transformation of the interior and ex- 
terior of. the building were shown. 
Faust was not in the city this morning, 
but Golterman said Faust told him, aft- 
er the meeting, that he favored proceed- 
ing with the plan for a new opera 
house, which was the purpose of the 
Incorporation of the Metropolitan Opera 
House Co. A charter was issued to this 
company in Jefferson City, Monday, and 
its capitalization was fixed at $100,000. 
In Abeyance for 30 Days. 
Some of the advocates of the Jai Alai 
plan said nothing would be done re- 
garding it for the next 30 days. They 
said that if Faust and ‘other financfal 
backers of the proposed opera house 
continued to prefer a new building, and 
could raise the money for it, the Jai 
Alai plan would be dropped. 
In any case, it was stated, there is no 
intention of having two conflicting plans 
in ‘the field. The object in which all 
are interested, it was held, is to get a 
grand opera house for St. Louis, and 
anything like a factional fight is 
shunned. 
Favors a New Buitlding. 


Claude Kilpatrick, one of the men who 
have expressed a willingness to subscribe 
$10,000 each toward a grand opera house, 
said today that he would not favor the 
Jai Alai plan. He said he would not 
wish to give his money for anything but 
a new building. 

Faust has estimated the amount of 
money needed for a new building at $350,- 
000 to $400,000. The reconstruction of the 
Jai Alai building, inside and out, as 
planned by Architect Ewald, Dr. M. A. 
Goldstein and David O'Neill, to seat 5500 
persons, nearly three times the Odeon’s 
capacity, would probably cost $100,000. 
Elaborate interior decorations might in- 
crease this cost.

yond Jan. 1, 1917. It siso provided for 
the appointment of an expert at a salary 
of $5000 a year to manage the State 
plants. 

Lester S. Parker, whom the Prison 
Board appointed superintendent of in- 
dustries at the prison, for many years 
had been a labor contractor. The fact 
that he had been permitted to take 
charge of the State plants was learned 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter asked

LETTERS ADMITTED 
IN UURTMARTIAL 


Commander at San Diego oni 
to Have Written of ‘‘Knock- 
ing Youngsters on Head.”’ 


WITNESS ASSAILS. COWAN 


Had Pact With Airman Who 
Was Killed to Press Charges 
Against Head of School. 


By Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 2.—Cor- 
respondence between Capt. Arthur 8. 
Cowan, commanding the army aviation 
school at San Diego, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Samuel Reber of Washington, 
commanding the aviation section of the 
Signal Corps, will play a part in the 


courtmartial of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lewis E. Goodier, charged with “‘incit- 
ing discord and disrespect.’ 

A plea of Col. Goodier that the cor- 
respondence be made part of the trial 
record was granted yesterday. The let- 
ters include one described by Lieut. 
“We'll have 
to knock some of these youngsters on 
the head to keep them in line.” This 
letter was written by Capt. Cowan to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Reber. Other letters 
reflecting such an attitude, it was said, 
would be found in the correspondence. 

Major-General Arthur Murray, com- 
manding the Western Department, tes- 
tified that Lieutenant-Colonel Goodler’s 
record was good with the exception of 
the acts for which he is on trial. These 
Major-Goneral. Murray described as im- 
proper. 

Feared to Report Irregularities. 

Capt. T. F. Dodd, a United States 
Army aviator, stationed at Brownsville. 
Tex., testified that fear of retaliation 
by his superior officers at the San 
Diego aviation school deterred h‘en from 
reporting irregularities in the adminis- 
tration of the aviation school. 

Records to show that Capt. Cowan 
had been drawing $113 a month for 
more than two years, a 35 per cent in- 
crease of regular pay, for hazardous 
work, and testimony that he had never 
made a flight alone, were presented. 

Capt. T. F. Dodd, one of the officers 
who preferred charges against Capt. 
Cowan, testified that one of the reasons 
the complaint was signed by him ani: 
another aviator was that in the event 
one of the two met death by flying the 
other would press the contention that 
Cowan was drawing pay to which he 
was not entitled. The other signer was 
Lieut. W. R. Taliaferro, who was killed 
at San Diego, Oct. 11, while making a 
flight. 

Capt. Dodd said Capt. Cowan knew 
no more about aviation than the ordi- 
nary layman. Capt. Dodd was asked 
by Capt. Allen J. Greer, Sixteenth In- 
fantry, of counsel for the defendant, 
why he had not filed charges against 
his superior through the usual military 
channels instead of taking up the mat 
ter with Lieutenant-Colonel Goodier. 

Made Charges, Relieved of Duty. 

“Lieut. R. H. Willis Jr., another avia- 
tor, made charges against Capt. Cowan 
by the usual methods,’’ Capt. Dodd an- 
swered, ‘‘and soon afterward he was 
relieved of aviation duty. I realizei 
that if. I filed similar charges I also 
would soon be relieved of work in the 
aviation section.” 

The court will resume its hearing; 
Thursday or Friday, when it receives 
the correspondence that passed between 
Capt. Cowan and Col. Reber. Caps.

Owner of ‘‘Green Tree’”’ in New 
Orleans Acts on Seeing a Lad 
Become ‘‘Drunken Beast.’”’ 


GOING TO BOYHOOD HOME 
Plans to Live Among Clean Peo- 
ple After Closing Joint Where 
He ‘‘Cleaned Up.’’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 20.—‘‘It takes a 


mother 20 years to make a man of her 
son. It takes another woman only ~0 
minutes to make a fool of the same 
lad,”’ 

These words, the opening sentences of 
a legend chalked on the counter of “The 
Green Tree’’ cabaret, the most notori- 
ous establishment in New Orleans, tells 
why Alexander Holzscheiter, after 
counting the night’s $400 receipts early 
yesterday, shut the doors, locked them 
and wrote across one of the panels: 
“I’m through.” 

Holzscheiter junior, who arrived at the 
cabaret a few hours later, found the 
place sealed. Its motto is, “We Never 
close. What's It Going to Be, Boys?” 
and so he was alarmed. With blows of 
an ax which he borrowed from a near- 
by store he broke the front door and 
entered. 

The place reeked with stale beer and 
the lingering ghost of cheap perfume 
and cigarettes. There was’no trace or 
life within the place, or death, as he 
had feared. 

Back to Alexandria. 

But on the counter, scrawled with 
chalk, was the following: 

“This place has been pronounced the 
most disreputable joint in New Orleans, 
so no longer will I remain in associa- 
tion with thieves, disreputable women 
and men, still worse. I lose everything, 
but I will live among clean people an2 
make my living honestly. 

“IT am going back to Alexandria, La., 
my boyhood home. I will go to my lit- 
tle church, and“I will live among hon- 
est, clean people. I am going home and 
look my wife and children in the face, 
something I have not been able to do 
since I have been running this place, 
you miserable dogs.”’ 

A reporter found Holzscheiter at his 
comfortable home, 921 Royal street. He 
came to the door-in his shirt sleeves. 
Perspiration was rolling down his face. 

‘Excuse my appearance,’’ he _ said. 
‘I’m packing. I’ve got two men helping 
me and this time tomorrow we will he 
on the way to Alexandria. 

“Yes, I Cleaned Up, but” 

‘No, the Green Tree will never re- 
open, if I have anything to do with it. 
1m not going to sell out. The-furnish- 
ings are mine and my lease has six 
months to run. I will pay the rent and 
keep the place closed. By the time my 
lease expires, the joint will have lost 
its identity. 

‘‘I have been proprietor of the dive for 
more than -a year. Yes, I cleaned up, 
but, during all that time I haven't had 
a peaceful moment. I worried all day 
and my nights were restless. 

‘I’m not a fanatic. I haven't. been 
saved or any of that preacher bunk, 
but last night I saw a timid, pink- 
faced boy come into my place at av 
o'clock. I heard him talking. It was 
all schoolboy stuff at first, football and 
this class and the other. At midnight I 
observed him, and he had undergone a 
complete change. He was a drunken 
young beast, and it was all through the 
wiles of a painted woman whom I paid 
$25 a week and a commission on drinks 
to bring about just such changes. 

“That's just one of hundreds of cases. 
But it came home to me, because I have 
a son of my own, just such a fellow as 
the lad who left the Green Tree last 
night reeling on the arm of Maud, or 
Myrtle or whatever her name was. If 
any man did that to my son, I'd kill 
him. 

‘I'm through with the lights of the 
tenderloin. Before Christmas we will 
be ona little farm, with cows and 
chickens, and best of all, a clear con- 
science. I imagine I feel just like a 
fellow does. when he gets out of the 
penitentiary.”’

Arredondo to Carry Recognition 
Letters of American Nations 
to Constitutionalist. 


NEW POST FOR FLETCHER 


Virtually Decided Upon for Am- 
bassador to Mexico; Protec- 
tion for Foreigners. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 2.—President 
Wilson today declared an embargo on 


the shipment of arms and ammunition 
to Mexico. 

The President signed a supplementary 
order, however, which excepts Gen. 
Carranza’s Government from the em- 
bargo and permits munitions to go 
through to him unhampered. The pro- 
hibition applies to the factions opposed 
to the Government which the United 
States has recognized. 

Eliseo Arredondo, personal represen- 
tative of Gen. Carranza, was preparing 
today to go to Saltillo, Mexico, where 
he will personally convey to Gen. Car- 
ranza letters of recognition from. the 
Governments of the United States and 
the South and Central American re- 
publics. He expects to depart within 
the next 48 hours. 

Arredondo was the possessor today 
of a letter from Secretary of State 
Lansing formally notifying him of Car- 
ranza’s recognition and expressing an 
intention to accredit an Ambassador to 
Mexico soon. 
cided today to name Henry P. Fletcher, 
now Ambassador to Chile, for the new 
diplomatic post. 

Renewed assurances are given in a 
statement today by Arredondo that 
foreigners in Mexico will be given pro- 
tection and that foreign capital will be 
welcomed. He expresses the belief that 
recognition will have the effect of giv- 
ing Mexicans confidence in the new 
Government and bringing about norma! 
conditions. 

Letter of Recognition. 

Secretary Lansing’s letter of recogni- 
tion was as follows: 

Eliseo Arredondo, Esq., Washington, 
D. C., Get. Hy ae ‘ : 
My dear Mr. Arredondo: It is my 

pleasure to inform you that the Pres- 

ident of the United States takes this 
opportunity of extending recogni- 
tion to the de facto government of 

Mexico of which Gen. Venustiano 

Carranza is the chief executive. 
The Government of the United 

States will be pleased to receive for- 

mally in Washington a diplomatic 

representative of the de facto gov- 
ernment as soon as it shall please 

Gen. Carranza to designate and ap- 

point such a representative and re- 

ciprocally the Government of the 

United States will.accredit toe the 

de facto government a diplomatic 

representative, as soon as the Presi- 
dent has. had opportunity to desig- 
nate such representative. I should 
appreciate it if you could find it pos- 
sible to communicate this informa- 
tion to Gen. Carranza at your earli- 
est convenience.

Harold D. Allen, Arrested Here, 
Tells of Stealing Car in One 
City and Selling in Next. 


Harold D. Allen, an automobile dem- 
onstrator, ,26 years old, who says his 
home is in Chicago, gave the police a 
detailed account today of how he trav- 
eled from the Pacific coat to St. Louis 
with his wife and 6-months-old baby, 
in stolen automobiles, paying their ex- 
penses by selling a car in each town 
visited and then stealing another in 
which to leave.

She 
is being held in the matron’s room at 
police headquarters. 

In his pockets were found a packet 
of bills of sale bearing the name of a 
fictitious motor sales company and he 
said he had devised the bills to make 
his sales of stolen cars ‘‘stand up and 
look good to the purchased.’’ 

First Theft in San Francisco, 

Allen said he stole his first car in San 
Francisco last April when he found 
himself hard pressed for money and 
with a desire to leave the town., He 
took his wife in it to Los Angeles, 
where it was sold. Shortly afterward 
the couple left Los Angeles in anothr 
stoln machin and this was sold at the 
next place they visited. 

Cars were sold and others stolen in 
Sacramento, Salt Lake City, Omoha, 
Kansas City, Dallas, St. Louis, Daven- 
port, Io., and Springfield, Il.

TQ MEXICANS ARE 


ILLED FOR TEXAS 
‘TRAIN ROBBERY 


Four Suspects Hanged, Others 
Shot, After Cars Are Wrecked 
and Three Americans Killed. 


By Associated Press. 
BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Oct. 20.—Ten 


Mexicans paid with their lives for al- 
leged complicity in Monday nights 
wrecking of a St. Louis, Brownsville & 
Mexico passenger train, on the out- 
skirts of Brownsville, the killing of 
three Americans and the wounding of 
four others. 

One Mexican killed by posses was an 
unidentified passenger on the train. He 
was accused of revealing the hiding 
place of Dr. E. 8. McCain, deputy State 
fiealth officer here, who took refuge 
in the washroom. Only bare facts of 
the killing of other Mexicans were ob- 
tainable, as the posses refused to give 
out details. None of the Mexicans was 
killed by soldiers. 

Four Mexicans, were hanged to trees 
and four others were shot. The most 
reliable information indicated that these 
shootings were near the banks of the 
Rio Grande, where close watch for 
Mexicans was maintained for 100 miles. 

Caught in Leng Chase. 

Wnited States cavalrymen caught a 
young Mexican after a seven-mile chase. 
They obtained nothing from him to con- 
nect him with the hold-up and turned 
him over to civil authorities, after say- 
ing they did not want him killed. 

Probably 1600 cavalrymen and infantry- 
men joined in searching for traces of 
the bandits. Hundreds of civilians, led 
by scores of deputies, joined in the 
hunt. 

The death of Dr. McCain was the 
third to result from the wreck. He was 
shot in the abdomen when the bandits 
fired at him through the car washroom 
door. Harry J. Wallis, prominent 
Texas politics, was wourfded slightly at 
the same time. The four injured, three 
by bullet wounds and the fourth by 
scalds when the train was wrecked by 
a removed rail, were said to be recov- 
ering. / 

Civil Officers Powerless. 

Civil officers here were in most cases 
powerless to prevent summary execu- 
tions of Mexicans, for many of the 
posses were composed mostly of men 
who worked independently of civil or 
military authority. The military au- 
thorities, under their instructions, have 
no power to act, except in cases of} 
actual fighting on the river front. In 
order to make sease% or even arrests, 
except in emergencies, the military au- 
thorities have had to call for the aid of 

civil officers, who alone have the right 
of search and arrest.

73.63 acres in University City 
to the latter to secure notes to be 
issued by the realty company and 
sold to the public for the purchase 
of lots on easy terms. 

The realty company was to credit

Week in Slack Season—Five Cents 

' Paken for Drinking Water. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Sidney Hillman, 
national president of the Amalgamated 
Association 6f Garment Workers, tes- 
tifying before the special aldermanic 
strike committee yesterday, declared 
that wages received by young women 
in the garment trade were so low that 
it was impossible for them to make a 
living from their work. He also said 
that there was a continual cutting of 
wages and that the employes were un- 
der the absolute authority of the shop 
foremen, sometimes in ways tending to 
immorality. 

Four girl witnesses corroborated the 
testimony of Hillman concerning the 
treatment of girl employes by fore- 
men. One said that she worked from 
6 a. m. until 7 p. m. during busy sea- 
sons and that in slack seasons she 
made only $3 a. week. Five cents a 
week was deducted to pay for drinking 
water, she said.

NOW THICKLY 
GRAVES OF 


DOTTED WITH

Terrific Artillery Fire of French Tore German 
Trenches, Leaving Huge Craters Everywhere, 
Says Correspondent Who Visited Field. 


Bv Agsoclated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 20.—‘‘We took everything 


to the edge of the horizon the first 
day,” said an officer standing on the 
first line French trench whence a wave 
of men 15 miles long rose on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 25 and dashed on from one 


to five miles before the tidal rush of 
soldiers was stopped. 

The correspondent in his first view 
of the field of the gré@at battle in the 
Champagne looked across a rolling land 
whose thin soil was studded with graves 
and thickly sprinkled with dwarf pines 
which stood out against the almost 
snow-white system of chalk-like re- 
doubts, trenches, traverses, communi- 
cation ditches and other defensive con- 
struction by which German military 
science had in vain sought impregna- 
bility. 

The population was méager in this 
camp of Chalons, where the French 
army had fought to regain the old re- 
view ground which for a year has been 
the theater of relentless sap warfare. 
Only the village of Perthes whose slight 
cluster of houses have become typical 
ruins through shell fire was in sight 
from the spot. 

Witnesses Result of Attack. 

Walking over thé course of the 
French advance the correspondent wit- 
-nessed the results of the most power- 


| ful defense against the most powerful 


attack of the war. The famous hill, 
the Butte of Tahure, the occupation of 
which clinched the French success, re- 
sembled a small wooded hill in an East- 
ern American state. Shells were seen

bursting at a distance over the railroad 
at Somme-By. Thus this important Ger- 
man transport line has been cut by 
French gun fire, rendering the railroad 
useless. 

The prodigious labor done by the 
French before the attack is indicated 
by the transport road 10 miles long and 
a winding communication ditch six feet 
deep, six feet broad and five miles long, 
which they had cut through chalk of 
the consistency of soft stone to enable 
them to move rapidly under the cover 
of their shell fire for the assault. 
Though this is three weeks and more 
after the battle, the ground was. still 
strewn with German shells and hand 
grenades that had not exploded and 
French soldiers were yet gathering and 
sorting piles of German accoutrements 
and other war material. 

Here and there sometimes in a shel) 
hole; sometimes in a dugout the Ger- 
man dead had been buried. At one 
place 34 and at another 16, as a cross 
over the common grave revealed, un 
identified French dead had also been 
laid to rest. Close to the cemeteries 
where were buried Germans who had 
fallen during preceding battles are 
newer cemeteries for the French, the 
graves in both being. marked by wood- 
en crosses bearing the names of the 
fallen. Thus are one-time enemies now 
sleeping close to one another. 

Names of Dead in Battles. 

The cross over the grave of one French 
soldier was surmounted by huge wreaths, 
such as are seen in the cemeteries of 
Paris, which relatives had sent. In 
cases where there had not yet been 
time for the placing of crosses, bottles 
containing pieces of paper bearing the 
names of the fallen had been thrust 
downward in the fresh earth of the 
graves, so that the rains might not ren- 
Ger the writing undecipherable. Nearly 
every cross seen bore the inscription, 
“Killed on the fleld of«honor.’’ In one 
case a priest had built a garlanded 
bower of pine branches on the hillside 
for the dead of his regiment. 

Considering the immensity of the oper- 
ation—at least 1,000,000 men engaged on 
toth sides along the narrow front—it 
was amazing how apparently small had 
been the number of French casualties. 
Officers who had participated in the 
charge said the German losses had been 
heavier than the first official estimate 
end must have reached 150,000. 

Twenty-five thousani German prison- 
ers, they said, was a small proportion 
te the number of Germans killed by the 
high explosive shells and in hand-to- 
hand fighting in the trenches. The 
barbed wire front of the first line 
trenches had been cut to bits and ‘t 
was impossible to live or to make re- 
sistance during the preparatory borm- 
berdment. Soldiers agreed that the 
rushing of the first line was a walk- 
in, there being neither rifle nor ma- 
chine gun fire to stop them, so excel- 
lent had been the woric of the enormous 
concentrated French artillery fire. 

Serious resistance a¢veloped at the 
second line, where the trenches on the 
entire 15-mile sector ha‘ not in all places 
been smashed and the wire not alwa,s 
cut so that the advancing troops® had 
to pause at places ani slowlv cut their 
way. By the state of the ugly messes of 
wire, rusted from a year’s rain, the 
correspondent was able to tell where 
the tide had advanced, halted and flowed 
through the opening made before roll- 
ing on. 

Germans Well Fortified. 

The lavor that had been expended in 
constructing the German trenehes and 
fortifications was enormous. It. was as 
if hundreds of thousands of himan 
beavers had never ceased their toil in 
preparing for their protection. French 
“fficers said the Germans knew that 
the attack was coming and thought 
their positions were impregnable, but 
were overwhelmed by the number of 
the French guns and the masses of 
French troops. The most formidable 
point seen was the redoubt from Bricot 
which had a labyrinth of dyngeon-like 
cellars. Sand bag galleries had been 
pounded into heaps of earth by the high 


fexplosives, the sand bags having been 


turned into rags mixed with dust before 
the position was surrounded by French 
infantry which marveled to find a few 
of. the’ occupants still alive. What few 
were left had had their senses numbed. 
“If we can take that with our guns,”’ 
gaid a soldier, ‘“‘we ought to be able tc 
take anything the Germans can build." 
Inthe midst of what remains of this

probably 500,000.sand bags was a mine 
crater 100 feet deep and 200 feet across, 
which the French had created by an ex- 
plosion after the guns had finished 
their work and just before infantry 
charge. Many such mine craters were 
seen at formidable points along the Ger- 
man and French lines. Significant of 
German strategy in preparation to re- 
ceive the attacks was a long ditch 
through the woods in which the charg- 
ing French soldiers naturally took 
cover. At the end the ditch branched 
into blind alleys, while a concealed ma- 
chine gun commanded it. ‘However, 
we took the gun,” said an officer who 
had led the attack in this section. 


: Real Home Under Ground. 
Roads and light railways which the 


Germans had built to supply their 
trenches with food and material are 
now used by the French. German 
trenches are being reversed into Frencn 
defenses. Deep dugouts made by the 
Germans 20 feet under a parapet now 
give the: French’ reserves protection 
from shell fire. An underground habi- 
tation fitted with lace curtains, tables 
and chairs which German officers had 
used, is now occupied by French of- 
ficers. In a dugout labeled ‘Schrieb- 
stube,” where German soldiers wrote 
home to Posen or Hanover, French sol- 
diers write to Marseilles or Bordeaux. 
Tanned, sturdy @poilus’ appeared from 
burrows of chalk welcoming the latest 
newspaper which the _ correspondent 
brought and all exhibiting confidence 
that what they had done once they 
could do again. 

An officer pointed out the spot near a 
clump of trees where Gen. Marchand. 
standing on a parapet of one of the Ger 
man trenches fell wounded as he was di- 
recting the charge toward the next 
trench. Tales of heroism and qualities 
of leadership and initiative of. officers 
and privates were heard without end 
from the lips of thosggwho had been in 
the battle.

Was Reduced to Lieutenant 
by Folk Police Board. 


William Desmond of 4290 Page boule- 
vard, former Chief of Detectives of the 
St. Louis Police Department and after- 
ward head of the Desmond National Se- 
cret Service Agency, was taken yester- 
day afternoon to the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital to be treated for a nervous 
breakdown. His condition is serious. 

He has been.in. poor health for a year. 
He made an attempt to continue looking 
after his business,, but friends noticed, 
from his speech and his appearance, 
that his memory and mental grasp ap- 
peared to be failing. During the last 
two or three months his condition has 
rapidly grown worse, but he insisted on 
making regular trips to his office. 

Desmond was appointed Chief of De- 
tectives in September, 188, and was 
Chief 17 years. During this time crimi- 
nals of high and low degree were in ter- 
ror of his sweating process. He never 
used violence, but rarely. failed to get a 
confession from his prisoner by his per- 
sistent questioning. In his prime he had 
a national reputation as a shrewd de- 
tective. 

Desmond resigned from the Police pée- 
partment nine years ago, after he had 
been reduced from Chief of Detectives to 
Lieutenant. 

The reduction was a part of the reor- 
ganization of the department by the Po- 
lice Board, headed by A. C. Stewart, and 
appointed by Gov. Folk. Many .detec- 
tives and policemen were removed on 
charges of Graft, and Desmond was giv- 
en a specified time to clean the depart- 
ment of other men against whom no 
charges had been filed, but who were un- 
der suspicion. 
under him for many years. 

After the time elapsed the Board as- 
cided that Desmond had not carried Ott 
its orders satisfactorily and reduced him. 
A short time later he resigned and 
opened a private detective agency: No 
charges ever were filed against Des- 
mond. 

Since that time he has tried several 
times to regain the position of Chief of 
Detectives. In the Hadley administra- 
tion he was instrumental in getting up a 
petition containing more than 1000 names 
and several hundred personal letters to 
the Governor. A. A. B. Woerheide, then 
President of the Board, was impressed 
with the number of names and the prom- 
inence of many of the signers, but other 
members of the’ Board opposed Des- 
mond’s reinstatement. 

Another big petition was presented to 
the present Board, of which two mem- 
bers favored Desmond, a third strongly 
opposed him and a fourth was noncom- 
mital.. His reinstatement never came to 
a vote.

Hall admitted that only seven had 
been selected for service at the first 
meeting of his committee, but said it 
was the intention to summon the other 
six, who are Democrats, at the next 
meeting of the committee to be held 
within a week.

Wireless Stations. 


HE latest isste of the directory of 
radio stations of the world lists 
7000 ships’ wireless stations, which re- 
quire the services of more than 15,0 
licensed radio operators. The regular 
land stations required to handle. the 
business of these marine stations num- 
ber more than 1000, with a working 
force of 3200 men. 

In addition, the records show about 
2000 amateur stations in the United 
States to be licensed, although this is 
only a small percentage of the total 
number of amateur stations in the 


country. 


Typewriting by Wire. 
SYSTEM of long-distance type- 
writing has been developed and for 

more than a year a big telegraph com- 
pany has been testing it. The sending 
operator uses a keyboard similar to that 
of an ordinary typewriter and at the 
receiving end the message is typed out 
on a telegraph blank, thus obviating 
loss of time in transcribing it. 

The multiplex system is used and 
eight messages can be sent simuli- 
taneously over a single wire.

Steel Stock Continues to Score 
Records in New York 
Market. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“The outstanding fact about the Stock 

Exehange market today was the excep- 
tionally large number of separate stocks 
that were dealt in, without any general 
and striking movement of prices in 
either direction. Railway shares were 
perhane the least active, and with very 
little change in values. But even the 
large trading in United States steel com- 
mon was conducted within a compara- 
tively narrow range of prices, and the 
usual sudden advances of several points 
in a few of the war order stocks were by 
no means characteristic of the market. 

“There was, however, quite unwonted 
activity in a great variety of the less 
famillar industrial shares, with a per- 
sistent volume of activity, but again 
with no great fluctuation of prices. In 
this respect the day’s market was unlike 
nearly all of the -active movements 
which have preceded it. Bethlehem Steel 
rose nearly $30 per share to $520. 

The Exchange Outlook. 

“Among the incidents of the day was 
the evidence, from London, that the 
Bank of Engiand was borrowing from 
the London market, with a view to pre- 
venting decline in discount rates below 
the interest rate on the last British war 
loan. .~Under present (circumstances, 
with the bank’s machinery so water- 
logged by its enormous protective credit 
operations, it can hardly find controll- 
ing the open money market an easy 
task. 

“The Iron Age’s review of the steel 
trade week was a notable contrast to 
the skeptical and hesitant impressions 
of the best trade experts, hardly two 
months ago. The tenor of this review 
is that all steel and iron prices are 
advancing; that railways are getting 
thoroughly wakened up to the neces- 
sity of placing next year’s requirements 
for rails and cars, and finally, that re- 
ports from every branch of the finished 
Steel trade are of the most inspirifig 
character.
